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Safety measures 
brought in after 
death of woman 
in care home fall

A CARE home has put in new safety 
measures after a woman died when 
she fell down the stairs, an inquest 
heard. 

Patricia Stroud, 83, was a resident at 
The Avenue Residential Home, in 
Spinney Hill, Northampton, when she 
fell, causing serious head injuries. She 
died on March 23 this year. 

At yesterday’s inquest at 
Northampton General Hospital, Nurse 
Archana Gopalakrishnan described 
how she had bathed Mrs Stroud in the 
morning before seeing that she had 
her breakfast and coffee. 

Nurse Gopalakrishnan explained 
how they discovered Mrs Stroud after 
the fall. 

She said: “We heard a noise and went 
out and saw her on the floor. She was 
bleeding from her head and elbow We 
have no idea how high she fell.” 


Jay Nair, a manager at St 
Matthews Care, which owns the 
facility in Spinney Hill, explained 
that since Mrs Stroud’s fall new 
gates had been installed at the 
home which had key-pad access 
and could only be opened by mem¬ 
bers of staff. 

Mr Nair said: “Since the fall, we 
have taken a number of measures 
to decrease the risk and prevent 
this from happening again. 

“There are gates at the top and 
bottom of the stairs which have 
magnetic key-pad locks on them. 

“Residents now request to go up 
and down stairs and are observed 
by staff when doing so. 

“We have also built a lounge area 
on the first floor so that residents 
can socialise without the need to go 
up and down stairs, which we have 
found they prefer.” 

Mrs Stroud’s daughter, Jennifer 
Vaughan, said at the hearing that 


she was pleased that something had 
come from her mother’s death. 

She said: “I’m glad to hear that 
these new gates are in place because 
the old ones you could easily get 
over. 

“They were always open and had a 
chair keeping them in place.” 

Mrs Vaughan said that she believed 
her mother’s fall was caused by the 
drug Risperidone that she was taking 
to combat her dementia. 

She said: “When she wasn’t on the 
drug she was fine but when she took 
it she was like a zombie.” 

However, Dr William Askew said 
that he believed that the death had 
nothing to do with the drugs or the 
care received at the home. 

Recording an accidental death, 
coroner Anne Pember said: “Mrs 
Stroud was an elderly lady who dur¬ 
ing her time at a care home fell down 
the stairs. 

“The death was an accident.”

Fire fighters 
tackle blaze 
at Carlsberg 

FOUR fire crews were called 
to the Carlsberg Brewery 
yesterday after a blaze ripped 
through machinery. 

Twenty fire fighters were 
called to the town centre 
factory around 2.30pm. 

The iconic Northampton 
building was affected on the 
fourth floor. 

Smoke billowed from the 
fire in the processing area of 
the factory down to the floors 
below.

Way and teams from the 
Mounts and Wellingborough 
attended the scene to 
combat the flames using 
breathing apparatus. 

At the time it was uncertain 
whether the building was 
evacuated and how much 
production was affected. 

There have been no reports 
of any injuries.

OPPOSITION groups have 
criticised new bus services 
which Northamptonshire 
County Council claims will 
allow public transport to run 
on a budget. 

The authority has announced 
an approach that combines 
traditional bus services, com¬ 
munity transport and demand 
response services to cater for 
people’s needs. 

This includes stopping some 
subsidies to bus 

companies in the county. 

However, the Liberal 

Democrats have called for the 
Conservatives to take steps to 
ensure that residents are not 
left stranded by the changes. 

Cllr Jane Hollis said: “The 
Conservatives’ plans for buses 
will have a major impact on 
Northamptonshire residents. 
There is a real danger for peo¬ 
ple who live in rural areas and 


rely on buses to get to work, 
particularly shift workers. 
Without regular services they 
could be left high and dry. 

“The reduction in subsidies 
on those routes still running 
could see prices rise. Already in 
Northamptonshire a Stage¬ 
coach Weekly pass will set you 
back £25, whilst the same pass 
in Milton Keynes costs half of 
that, at £12. Removing subsi¬ 
dies will mean that 
Northamptonshire’s residents 
may have to pay even more. 

“The Lib Dems voted against 
major cuts to the bus services. 
We want to see rural communi¬ 
ties and residents struggling to 
get by on low incomes protect¬ 
ed by the Conservatives cuts.” 

However, the authority 
believe the plan will make 
significant savings. 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez De 
Savage, cabinet member for 
infrastructure and public 
protection, said: “The county 
council has to save an enor¬ 


mous amount of money over 
the next four years, which has 
put tremendous pressure on us 
to examine how we run all of 
our services. 

“There’s no doubt that the 
traditional way of providing 
public transport was becoming 
inefficient and an overhaul of 
the system was badly needed. 

“When you look at the figures 
and the facts about how much 
some of these services were 
costing the taxpayer it is clear 
that in the current 
climate the current situation 
just could not go on. 

“What we are proposing here 
is significantly reducing this 
spend and I think we have 
come up with better, more cost 
effective ways of providing 
transport where there is a 
need. 

“What we’ve come up with is 
a variety of solutions, as you’d 
expect when you have a 
diverse county with deep rural 
areas and large towns.” 



A MAN was airlifted to hospital 
in Birmingham after gas 
canisters in the workshop he 
was working in exploded.

Son died in mystery collapse weeks after his mum passed away 


A MAN died after receiving 
serious head injuries when 
he collapsed. 

Ian Edwards, 67, was 
loading a car on December 
17, 2010 when he collapsed 
and hit his head on a pave¬ 
ment or concrete flower pot. 

He died nearly a month 
later at Northampton 
General Hospital on lanuary 
13. 

Yesterday’s inquest heard 
how Mr Edwards, who lived 
in Alicante, Spain, had come 
back to Northamptonshire 


after the death of his mother, 
who lived in Weedon. He had 
been arranging her affairs 
when he collapsed. 

The cause of his collapse is 
still unknown as Mr Edwards 
was a relatively healthy man 
for his age, although he had 
recently complained of 
suffering heart burn. 

His wife, Carolanne 
Edwards, explained that the 
couple had moved to the 
Spanish resort in 1999. 

She said: “He worked in 
sales and travelled around 


the world because of his job. 
He often went to Saudi 
Arabia, Angola and to the 
United States of America to 
sell machinery. 

“We had moved to Spain in 
1999 but regularly returned 
to the UK on holiday. 

“Ian would visit his mother 
in Weedon. 

“He had been in 
Northamptonshire in 

November last year but had 
returned to Spain while I 
stayed over here to visit 
friends and family. 


“However, his mother 
became ill and passed away 
so he returned a few days 
later. 

“He was in charge of all her 
affairs and finances. 

“He was sorting through it 
all. 

“I, and all his friends and 
family, miss him very much.” 

Recording a verdict of 
accidental death, Coroner 
Anne Pember said: “We do 
not know what caused Mr 
Edwards to collapse but his 
fall was an accident.”

“I appeal again for anyone 
with any information to 
contact Crimestoppers on 
0800 555 111 or via their 
website www.crimestoppers- 
uk.org. Information can be 
provided anonymously. 

“The incident team are still 
receiving calls with potential 
sightings of Anxiang Du (the 
prime suspect) and we are 
following up every one. 

“These sightings come from 
across the country and we 
fully appreciate the support 
from other forces in helping us 
to react to these calls swiftly. 


“Officers have been 
travelling the country, 
following possible leads and 
we remain focused on finding 
Anxiang Du. 

“If anyone is harbouring him 
I say to them that we will be 
keeping up the pressure, he 
will not be able to stay hidden 
forever and we will find him. 

“The £10,000 reward is a 
great incentive, all callers to 
Crimestoppers remain 
anonymous and rewards may 
be paid without ever 
compromising this. I hope 
that this will be an incentive 
to anyone knowing Anxiang 
Du’s whereabouts to call in 
anonymously and let 
Crimestoppers know.” 


Landlords’ anger as 
rent rules approved

LANDLORDS across Northamp¬ 
ton are to put in an official 
complaint against a council 
after it approved plans to 
regulate student homes, 
without telling them. 

Last week, Northampton 
Borough Council said that new 
homes of multiple occupancy 
(HMOs) - a house where more 
than six adults live - would now 
require planning permission. 

The new regulations will apply 
to Semilong, Abington, Kingsley, 
and Kingsthorpe. 

However, despite having hand¬ 
ed in 68 letters from disgruntled 
landlords when the proposals 
were first mooted, the National 
Landlords’ Association (NLA) 
never heard back from the 
authority. 

John Socha, from the NLA and a 
landlord in the town, said: “The 
council didn’t inform us once 
about this meeting or even con¬ 
firm receiving our letters. 

“There is supposed to be no 
taxation without representation 
and the last time I checked we 
didn’t live in a police state. 

“They have said nothing to us at 
all and it feels as though they 
have brushed us under the 


carpet. We will definitely be put¬ 
ting in a complaint to the local 
government ombudsman 

regarding this issue.” 

A spokesperson for 
Northampton Borough Council 
said: “All of our meeting dates 
and agendas are published 
online and available to everyone. 
Each agenda sets out the proce¬ 
dure for those wishing to attend 
or speak at our meetings. 

“The recent report looking at 
the proposal to confirm an 
‘Immediate’ and a ‘Non- 
Immediate’ Article 4 Direction 
followed an extensive period of 
consultation where we invited 
people to have their say. The con¬ 
sultation period allowed individ¬ 


uals and groups to fully express 
their view on the subject and 
present any evidence they felt the 
council should be aware of 
before making any decision. 

“A summary of all correspon¬ 
dence and representations made 
during the consultation period 
was included in the report and 
full versions made available as an 
appendix. 

“While we can appreciate that 
the NLA may be disappointed 
with the decision made by cabi¬ 
net, we would expect anyone with 
a view to have presented all of 
their evidence in their response 
to the consultation to ensure our 
councillors have every opportu¬ 
nity to consider their opinion.”

Bairstow eves 
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Mum’s torment over 


death of Natasha, 16

THE mother of a talented 
teenage girl who was found 
dead in her bedroom last 
week has spoken of her pain. 

Natasha Warnes, 16, a pupil 
at Northampton School for 
Boys and a keen violinist, was 
found in her room at her 
home in Broadway East, 
Abington, last Thursday 

Her mother, Emma Keasley, 
wrote on social networking 
site Facebook about the shock 
of Natasha’s sudden death. 

She said: “I’m so sad. I can't 
take on board the enormity of 
everything that has 
happened. There were no 
warning signs, Tash was 
helping with the packing and 
looking forward to college, 
music school and our holiday 
in France. 

“We were going to eat cake 
in the car on the journey 
home from France as it was 
going to be her 17th birthday. 

“I don't know how to come 


to terms with what has 
happened. 

“I miss the noise in the 
house - music being played, 
the petty little arguments in 
the house between Tash and 
her sister Sam. 

“Tash will always be my 16- 
year-old baby girl and I can't 
come to terms with that yet. 

“I never wanted this, I just 
wish she had gone off the rails 
and got absolutely wrecked so 
we had a platform to work off 
to get her better again.” More 
than 2,000 friends have paid 
their respects to the schoolgirl 
on Facebook with tributes 


including a youtube video, 
photos and drawings. 

Flowers and tributes have 
also been left in Abington 
Street in the town centre 
where Natasha often played 
her violin in public. 

She was also a member of 
the County Youth Orchestra. 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “Everyone at the 
Music and Performing Arts 
Service is deeply saddened to 
hear the news of Natasha 
Warnes’ death. 

“Natasha was a popular 
member of the County Youth 


Orchestra and Zingaresque 
and had recently appeared 
with both groups at the finals 
of the National Festival of 
Music for Youth. 

“She began her musical 
career at Weston Favell Music 
Centre on Saturday mornings 
where she made a massive 
contribution through her 
continuously enthusiastic 
and vibrant participation in 
all aspects of centre life. 

“Natasha's contribution to 
the Music Service went 
beyond her playing and in 
2009 her composition, Un 
Attimo, was performed by the 
County Training Strings of 
which she went on to become 
co-leader. 

“Her violin playing and her 
singular skills on the 
mandolin mean that her 
memory will live with us all 
for many years. She will be 
deeply missed.” 

Northamptonshire Police 
have confirmed that they are 
preparing reports for the 
coroner. 



Troubled Samuel took the 
decision to take own life 


A PARANOID schizophrenic, 
found dead in bed at his 
mother’s home, took his own 
life, an inquest has heard. 

Samuel White, known as 
Ashley, was 24 when he was 
found dead at Landcross 
Drive on March 23 this year. 

The coroner’s court heard 
how the former Northampton 
School for Boys pupil had 
suffered from mental 
illnesses since 2003 and had 
previously smoked cannabis 
from the age of 14. 

His sister, Caroline Harper, 
explained how Mr White had 
a history of mental illness. 

She said: “When he was 14 
he started smoking cannabis. 

“After he did his GCSEs the 
family went on a cruise of 
the Mediterranean but he did 
not want to take part in any 
activities, preferring instead 
to stay in his cabin. 


“After that he saw a private 
psychiatrist.” 

The inquest heard how 
Mr White had also spent 
some time at St Crispins 
hospital to treat his 
condition. 

However, at the time he 
was well enough to volunteer 
at Pitsford reservoir where 
he helped out at a charity 
which assisted disabled 
children sail. 

Ms Harper said: “I don’t think 
he was depressed but I think 
he made the decision to end 
his life.” 

Recording a verdict of 
suicide, Coroner Anne 
Pember said: “He was a 
young man with a history of 
mental issues. 

“He no longer wished to live 
and killed himself whilst the 
balance of his mind was 
disturbed.”

T HE Big Society debate reminds 
me of a string of letters that, 
many years ago, appeared in 
one of the national newspapers, 
concerning the then British 
Railways. 

A reader wrote in to complain 
about how inefficient, expensive and 
grubby was our railway system. He 
went on to suggest it was a 19th 
century mode of travel, with an early 
20th century mode of management 
and should be chopped altogether. 

The railway lines could then be 
tarmacked and used exclusively for 
lorries, which would make their 
journeys easier and also free up the 
other roads for car users. They are 
straight and connect to major cities, 
so there should be fuel savings too. 

This idea received a lot of support, 
and one reader suggested that as 
they were lorry only and straight 
roads, these lorries could pull trailers 
a lot easier, thereby increasing the 
efficiency. 

This idea received support and one 
reader suggested that to further 
increase fuel efficiency and pull 
even more trailers, the lorries could 
be put on tracks... 

For more than 100 years the 
working classes of this country, 
often excluded from much of the 
social, educational and financial 
services the country provided, did it 
for themselves. 

Friendly societies, mutuals, guilds 
and co-operatives were established 
where people saved collectively, 
which allowed them to build their 
own house, schools and cottage 
hospitals. Forward thinking councils, 
such as the one in Birmingham led

by Joseph Chamberlain, helped 
provide decent education, clean 
water and sewage, street lamps and 
much else. It was all done locally. But 
with the expansion of the state and 
the growth of corporate capitalism, 
local and non-accountable bodies 
became unpopular. 

The right did not like them because 
they challenged the free market and 
a profit could not be made from 
them. The left did not like them 
because they challenged the all- 
pervading power of the state, and 
were pluralist and local rather than 
corporate and central. 

The right under Thatcher 
weakened trade unions and 
co-operatives and facilitated the 
switching of many friendly - or 
building societies as they had 
become - societies to private capital 
banks. They even told us there was 
no such thing as societies, let alone 
a big one. The left ‘nationalised’ 
education, health and social 
services, as nanny state knew best. 

Many distrust the present 
Government’s Big Society idea as no 
more than a money-saving gimmick. 
We pay taxes for these services we 
are now being asked to do 
ourselves, for nothing. But why not 
take them at their word? 

What is wrong with local 
ownership, and local democracy 
which will break down, or at least 
mitigate the worst excesses of 


multi-national capitalism and the 
state. Schools could have different 
ethics, mutual and friendly societies 
could be allowed to grow again and 
cottage hospitals to fill the gap left 
by the inevitable rise of regional 
super-hospitals. 

As historian AJP Taylor once said, 
before the First World War the only 
time most British people came in 
contact with the state was when 
they visited the Post Office. 

Perhaps it is the time for the rise 
of localism and pluralism, two words 
once hated by left and right. The 
little Big Society. 

T HE present Mrs Lowe and I were 
sitting having lunch in Rovinj, 
Croatia when my eldest 
daughter called to tell me two 
planes had just crashed into the twin 
towers of New York. 

Since that fateful day, disasters 
and my holidays have been getting 
much closer. Last Spring we were 
trapped in Madeira due to the 
Icelandic volcanic ash cloud. 

Then in December we were in 
Egypt, just as swimmers in the Red 
Sea were being eaten by sharks and 
social unrest was rising. We have 
just returned from Norway, which 
until now looked to be one of the 
most peaceful, trouble-free nations 
on earth. 

So to warn you, this autumn we 
are off to Sicily. Expect mayhem.

Cops make progress 
in US murder probe

POLICE in Florida investi¬ 
gating the shootings of a 
Northampton man and his 
friend have made a 
breakthrough in the case, 
according to new documents 
released last week. 

James Kouzaris, from 
Kingsthorpe, and his univer¬ 
sity friend James Cooper were 
shot while on holiday in 
Sarasota and 16-year-old 
Shawn Tyson was arrested 
shortly after on April 16. 

Officers had been searching 
for a second man in the case, 
who they have now identified 
but not charged. 

However, according to the 
interview records, some of 


Tyson’s friends have claimed 
that the teenager bragged that 
he had tried to rob the 
tourists. 

Sarasota Police have said 
that they believe Tyson had 
given one man seven or eight 
.22-caliber shell casings, the 
same ammunition used in the 
shooting, and had later 
buried the evidence. 

However, prosecutors in the 
sunshine state are still 
thought to be building their 
case on witnesses who saw 
Tyson before the shooting, 
saw him fleeing from the 
scene or heard him bragging 
about the shootings the next 
day. 

Tyson is next expected in 
court for the murders in 
October.

£ 132 m to fund 
lights upgrade

MORE than £132 million 
of Government funding 
will be made available to 
improve street lighting in 
Northamptonshire - as 
the county council 
continues turning off 
lamps in a bid to save 
cash. 

Local and Regional 
Transport Minister 

Norman Baker 

announced on Friday that 
Private Finance Initiative 
(PFI) funding will allow 
Northamptonshire County 
Council to carry out vital 
improvements and 

maintenance to its street 
lighting. 

The scheme will fund the 
maintenance of the lights 
for the next 25 years. 

In the next five years the 
authority will replace 
about two-thirds of its 
lighting stock with the 
remaining third having 
lamps and electronics 
changed. 

The Liberal Democrats 
have hit out at the 
proposals, which they 
believe will ‘saddle tax¬ 


payers with debt’ as the 
overall cost of lighting 
the county will rise by 48 
per cent. 

Cllr Chris Stanbra said: 
“These figures really are 
astonishing. Yet again we 
see the Conservatives’ 
blind love affair with PFI 
obscuring value for 
money for the hard 
pressed taxpayers of 
Northamptonshire. 

“The facts are clear. 
Firstly, the annual cost of 
the PFI to the county is 
£3.85 million per annum 
which is 48 per cent 
higher than the current 
street lighting budget. 
Secondly the total cost of 


the PFI is £225 million for 
which the council will get 
£36 million worth of 
streetlights. 

“Thirdly even after 
adoption of the PFI there 
will still be 20,000 fewer 
streetlights than there 
were before the switch off 
started. 

“The Conservatives have 
completely botched this 
deal.” 

However, the council 
maintains the lights will 
be value for money and 
environmentally friedly. 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez De 
Savage, county council 
cabinet member for 
infrastructure and public 
protection, said: “I’m 
delighted that we have 
received final Government 
approval for this very 
important scheme, which 
is a great opportunity to 
replace the lighting stock 
in the county with street 
lighting which is fit for 
purpose. 

“People will see a real 
difference in the quality of 
the lighting and it is also 
much cheaper to run.” 

Work could start later 
this year.

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Town’s uni 
to get £2m 
cash boost

FACILITIES at the University of Northampton are to be 
upgraded with a £2 million injection of cash. 

Twenty five projects will benefit from the money including a 
new-look library, refurbished Students’ Union, more comput¬ 
ers and extra campus walkways. 

Vice-chancellor Professor Nick Petford said: “Changes are 
well underway and this exciting programme of investments is 
just one of the ways we are looking to improve university life 
for our students and staff.” 

One of the programme’s projects has focused on the main 
library at Park Campus which is being transformed into a new 
and up-to-the-minute ‘Learning Commons’-style library. 

For a number of years, the university has been growing its 
e-journals, e-books and multimedia. 

The concept is beginning from the ground floor, which is 
being completely transformed and will be finished by the 
autumn. 

In addition to this £2m investment programme, the univer¬ 
sity is also managing a further £8m in project works. 

Several major building and re-modelling projects are 
already underway at Park Campus and these will be comple¬ 
mented by further refurbishments at Avenue Campus, set to 
take place over the summer. 

Park Campus projects include a £1.6 million extension to 
Cottesbrooke, home to the University’s Northampton 
Business School, while work already completed includes the 
refurbishment of the Ashton building for the School of 
Health. 

Laboratories across three buildings have been upgraded and 
will improve capacity and quality for midwifery, biosciences 
and research.

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Police pair 
up to share 
services

NON-FRONTLINE services 
are to be shared between 
Northamptonshire Police 
and Cheshire Constabulary. 

The decision, agreed on 
Thursday by Northampton¬ 
shire Police Authority, will 
result in parts of human 
resources, finance and pro¬ 
curement being shared 
between forces and delivered 
from a single location. 

This means the Authority 
will now proceed to the con¬ 
tract stage with Cheshire 
Police Authority and tech¬ 
nology provider Capgemini. 

Shared services mean 
working differently behind 
the scenes and there will be 
no change to the way people 
access frontline services in 
the county. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
said: “Policing is a people 
business which is why we 
will continue to do every¬ 
thing we can to protect 
frontline services through 
listening to our public and 
becoming more efficient in 
the way we respond to their 
needs. 

“Last year we were able to 


make savings, deliver excel¬ 
lent crime reductions and 
return officers to the front¬ 
line; while maintaining this 
becomes increasingly diffi¬ 
cult as the budget reduces 
year-on-year, this innovative 
approach to sharing services 
will put us in the best possi¬ 
ble position to continue 
building the trust and confi¬ 
dence of our communities.” 

Northamptonshire Police 
has already made savings of 
more than £4 million and has 
plans in place to deliver a 
further £7m required this 
year. 

Chair of Northamptonshire 
Police Authority, Deirdre 
Newham, said: “The propos¬ 
als agreed mean a number of 
‘back office’ functions can be 
delivered at a significantly 
reduced cost - essential if we 
are to balance the budget in 
the months and years 
ahead.” 

The Force is also working 
on a number of regional 
projects with other forces in 
the East Midlands, among 
which is the creation of a 
regional team for major 
crime and serious and 
organised crime, generating 
savings of more than £lm.

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TRAVEL REVIEW 

WHY do people love to cruise? 
Certainly it is one of the fastest 
growing forms of holidays these days. 

I was on the Grand Princess, touring 
the fjords of Norway, with my wife and 
two kids. 

The Saturday we left, there were five 
other cruise ships leaving 
Southampton. And, these days, we are 
not talking penny numbers. 

Our ship had virtually 3,000 
passengers and the others in dock 
would have been looking at similar 
numbers. Indeed with a crew of 1,200 it 
is a floating town. 

As a side issue Southampton needs to 
get its act together, as the roads were 
completely jammed and the signs poor 
or non-existent. 

The Princess line has grown from a 
small fleet of just three ships in the 
1970s to 16 at the moment with two 


more currently being built. The original 
ships were more basic and complaints 
were made, especially by 
honeymooners, that the rooms only 
contained single beds. 

After a couple of years a team of 
carpenters were hired to literally nail 
some of the beds together. Today the 
rooms vary from comfortable to 
luxurious. 

On top of which there is almost every 
facility imaginable - smart restaurants, 
niche restaurants, buffet halls, large 
bars with entertainment, small bars for 
intimacy, shows, cinemas, swimming 
pools, gyms, shops, beauty parlours 
and special activities for the children. 

So is this the attraction, or maybe the 
easy way of travelling and sight-seeing, 
I asked Roger Bilton, the captain of the 
Grand Princess. 

Roger said: “This may at first seem 
surprising but one of the big selling 
points is the value for money. 


“From around £1,000, a couple can 
have a week’s holiday where all they have 
to buy is their alcohol. We take care of 
the room, all the food, all the entertain¬ 
ment and all the travelling for that 
price. 

“Second it is stress free, especially when 
compared these days with flying. 

“In fact we are finding many more 
people would rather embark from their 
country and sail an extra few days than 
fly-cruise. 

“It is relaxed and people can go from 
their room to the restaurant, the 
casino, then a show and a late night bar 
and need only travel a few hundred 
yards in a completely safe 
environment. 

“All our facilities have wheelchair 
access, which gives us great appeal to 
those with disabilities. So, as an 
all-round package it is hard to beat.” 

One advantage Mrs Lowe was happy 
about was that there are no luggage 


restrictions. A fair number of the 
world’s largest shoe collection, after 
Imelda Marcos’s, made the trip. 

One problem is making sure you do 
not eat too much. 

I then checked out the Bridge, 
especially as we were travelling towards 
iceberg territory, although not very 
likely in July. 

As you might expect, the Bridge is 
mainly electronic these days. 

There are two lookouts, though, with 
binoculars, to back up all the hi-tech. 

And as the ship takes about a mile to 
stop, that is probably a good idea, 
especially as the rules of the sea still 
means the cruise liner has to give way 
to sail. 

So in theory it all sounds pretty mar¬ 
vellous. 

Read next week to see if the reality 
matches the theory - and the joys and 
beauties of Norway.

Hungary finish was 
di Resta’s best yet 


FORMULA ONE 

PAUL di Resta claimed a 
seventh place finish in 
Sunday’s Hungarian Grand 
Prix to pick up his first points 
since the second race of the 
season in Malaysia. 

The Force India driver had 
started 11th on the grid at the 
Hungaroring, but battled 
through the wet conditions to 
record what is so far his 
career-best FI finish. 

The result earned the British 
rookie six points and he felt 
that it was the perfect way to 
make up for some of the 
previous rounds. 

“Finishing seventh is the 
best way to respond after a 
series of races where, for 
various reasons, we didn’t get 
the results that were 
possible,” said di Resta. 

“So it’s nice to go into the 
summer break with a smile 
on my face having scored 
points that are so important 
for our position in the 
championship. 

“It was quite a mixed race 
with rain at the beginning, but 
I made a good start and felt 
comfortable in the conditions. 

“Then it was a matter of 
which tyres to choose. We 


went to supersofts for the 
middle two stints, and then 
ended the race on the primes. 

“We lost track position at 
the last stop, but I was able to 
pick through the cars and get 
back up to seventh place in 
the final few laps.” 

Team-mate Adrian Sutil had 
started eighth, but after an 
off-track excursion on the 
first lap while trying to avoid 
an accident ahead saw him 
eventually come home 14th. 

Force India owner Dr Vijay 
Mallya was pleased with di 
Resta’s showing though, 
praising him for his decision 
to stay out on track when it 
began raining again. 

He said: “Paul drove an 
excellent race, didn’t put a 
foot wrong and really 
deserves this result. 

“He also made the right call 
on the tyres when the rain 
returned because it wasn’t 
clear whether we should 
switch to the intermediates. 

“Overall we can be happy 
with our performance this 
weekend and can go into the 
summer break optimistic for 
the remainder of the season.” 

FI returns with the Belgian 
Grand Prix at Spa on August 
28.

DAVID Capel hopes that Northampton¬ 
shire’s youngsters will be inspired to 
push on and achieve greater things 
following the visit of India to the County 
Ground. 

The tourists arrive tomorrow for a two- 
day match following their 319-run defeat 
to England on Monday that left them 2-0 
down in the four game Test series. 

Capel played against the likes of Sunil 
Gavaskar, Mohammad Azharuddin and 
Kapil Dev when India last faced 
Northants at the County Ground in 1986. 

And the current side could well find 
themselves up against modern greats 
such as Sachin Tendulkar or Rahul 
Dravid tomorrow. 

“It’s always good to be able to play the 
international sides,” said the Northants 
head coach, whose side have also played 
Australia and Pakistan in recent years. 

“After the Australia game, Alex Wakely 
said to me that he wanted to push on and 
play international cricket. 

“That spurred him on. That was two 
years ago and he was 20 years old. Hope¬ 
fully some of our current youngsters will 
feel the same. 

“It’s a good opportunity for all of our 
younger players, those that have had a 
lay-off and, if everything goes to plan, 
someone who has had a very long lay-off. 

“We’ll field a mixture of youth and ex¬ 
perience, and I expect there will be a lot 
of exuberance around the team. 

“There are no mugs in the India team, 
they are all fantastic players.” 

One such player who made his first 
class bow against the Australians two 
years ago has since been called up to the 
England Lions squad is seam bowler Jack 
Brooks. 

Brooks was named in the 12-man 
squad for this week’s one off Test against 


Sri Lanka A. The 26-year-old did not 
make the starting 11 after the selectors 
opted to go with two spinners at 
Scarborough. 

Surrey duo Jade Dernbach and Stuart 
Meaker, Glamorgan’s James Harris and 
Essex all-rounder Ravi Bopara were the 
men chosen to lead the seam attack. 

Capel feels Brooks could get another 
chance though, saying: “It’s good for him 
to get that recognition. It shows that he 
is in the thoughts of the selectors. 

“They’ve seen the conditions and you 
have to get the balance right. I know 
what it’s like when I am selecting a side. 

“It’s a shame he didn’t get picked, but 
it’s a step in the right direction for Jack 
that he has been selected in the first 
place.” 

It at least meant Brooks was available 
for the Steelbacks’ Clydesdale Bank 40 
Group B match away to Surrey Lions last 
night. 

Meanwhile in the LV= County Champi¬ 
onship, Northants face a crucial few 
weeks where they face Division Two title 
rivals Middlesex home and away. 

Last week’s draw against Glamorgan in 
Swansea, coupled with Middlesex beat¬ 
ing Derbyshire, meant Northants’ lead is 
now down to five points. 

The London-based side still have a 
game in hand, while the two go head-to- 
head at Lord’s next week before return¬ 
ing to Northampton at the end of the 
month. 

Capel was keen to emphasise that his 
team’s destiny is in their own hands. He 
said: “We’re still in a good position and 
every game that we play now is impor¬ 
tant from now on. 

“We’ve got to play Middlesex twice, 
Derbyshire away, and Surrey and 
Gloucestershire at home. 

“On the face of it, other teams might 
have a more favourable run-in, but the 
important thing is that we are still in con¬ 
trol of what can happen.”

man role last season. It comes after the 33- 
year-old had only just returned from an off¬ 
season operation to remove a cyst from 
behind his kneecap and clear out some 
floating bone around his cruciate ligament. 

“He was doing really well recovering from 
his knee operation, and then he picked up 
this injury,” said Cobblers boss Gary 
Johnson. 

“It was an innocuous challenge with one 
of our goalkeepers, he just fell awkwardly 
and we suspect he will be out for around six 
weeks. 

He added: “It’s a blow to him and us, but 
he has at least got some time to swot up 
on his coaching manuals.” 

Holt [pictured above ]joins striker Shaun 
Harrad on the sidelines, who is expected to 
be out for at least another week or two 
after suffering an ankle injury before last 
week’s pre-season friendly at Cambridge 
United. 

That news saw Johnson make a further 
move in the transfer market last Friday, 
bringing in the Austrian duo of 18-year-old 
midfielder Marin Pozgain and 17-year-old 
striker Lumbardh Salihu. Both are now 
awaiting international clearance. 

Former Northampton defender Ashley 
Westwood is also with the team for a 
month and the veteran made a cameo 
appearance in Saturday’s 2-1 victory over 
Wycombe Wanderers in their final pre¬ 
season friendly. 

Aside from Holt and Harrad, Johnson has a 
fully fit squad to choose from ahead of the 
clash at Sixfields with Accrington, who are 
looking to better than their appearance in 
the play-offs last season, despite being 
tipped by the bookies for mid-table 
obscurity. 

John Coleman’s outfit were the away draw 
specialists in the competition last season, 
drawing 14 games on the road, and 
Northampton are likely to have to work 
hard to break them down. 

But this is a Cobblers side that, on the 
face of it, certainly appears capable of 
scoring goals. Adebayo Akinfenwa returns 
after a season with Gillingham, while new 
signing Jake Robinson has also proved 
prolific during spells with Shrewsbury Town 
and Torquay United. 

As ever, it is a busy start to the season 
and on Tuesday evening the Cobblers head 
to Suffolk to face Ipswich Town in the first 
round of the Carling Cup. 

It was at Portman Road last year that 
Northampton’s incredible run to the fourth 
round of the competition came to an end, 
but there have been many changes at both 
clubs since that meeting. 

While the League Cup run proved the 
highlight of last season for the Cobblers, 
the league campaign ended with them only 
avoiding relegation to the Blue Square Bet 
Premier in the final weeks of the season. 

Johnson has stated the aim for the 
coming year is promotion, which many of 
the fans and chairman David Cardoza 
expect. No doubt they would sacrifice a run 
in any of the cups if it meant that goal was 
achieved.

NORTHAMPTON Saints will face bitter rivals Saracens 
for the fourth year running in the LV= Cup after the 
draw for the group stages of the competition was 
confirmed on Tuesday. 

The Saints were drawn in Pool Four with Exeter Chiefs, 
Worcester Warriors and Welsh side Newport-Gwent 
Dragons, but once again the universally derided format 
means they will not face any of those sides. 

Instead, Northampton find themselves up against Pool 
One teams Saracens, Bath, London Wasps and Ospreys 
in the Anglo-Welsh tournament, starting with the visit 
of Sarries to Franklin’s Gardens on October 15. 

They then travel to Swansea to face the Ospreys for 
an evening game that will be televised live on Sky 
Sports.
